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^.ENERAL election voting throughout the land 
on Monday swept the Liberal party into power 
with an overwhelming majority of 169 seats. The 
Liberals were accorded the biggest house majority 
any party ever had, creating an all-time record in 
Canada. The anti-administration tidal wave cut the 
number of Conservative seats to 41. 

All party leaders won their contests, Liberal 
Leader King in Prince Albert, Premier Bennett in 
Calgary West, J. S. Woodsworth in Winnipeg North 
Centre, and Hon H. H. Stevens in Kootenay East.

MACKENZIE KING TAKES OVER 


The decisiv 


e victory of Hon. Mackenzie King and his 
Liberal party, removes the apprehension that this would 
be an indeterminate election, resulting in fusions and con¬ 
tusions. Such a definite rejection of Prime Minister Ben¬ 
nett’s policies has been a surprise to many of the elector¬ 
ate, who felt that his chances for return had been in¬ 
creased greatly through the action and developments of 
recent months. A greater support had been anticipated 
amongst prairie farmers and eastern agricultural inter¬ 
ests. The prophecy that a reaction against Liberalism 
had set in in eastern provinces proved quite unfounded, 
and Mr. King has been swept into power on one of the 
clearest mandates ever given by the Canadian people. The 
curious thing is that he has been elected on very much 
the same policies as brought his defeat in 1930. He made 
surprisingly few promises or commitments during the 
campaign, but th&.electorate does expect action along cer¬ 
tain specific lines of easier trade, monetary reform and 
so on. Mr. King’s task will not be easy, under most fav¬ 
orable conditions, but he will not be blocked in any of his 
purposes by a powerful opposition. 

Although the country had grownj impatient at the ted¬ 
ious marph to recovery during the past few years, there 
is no one but will pay tribute to Mr. Bennett’s devoted ef¬ 
forts along lines which he considered to be in the best in¬ 
terests of Canada. When he took office in 1930, he as¬ 
sumed tremendous responsibilities and his accomplish¬ 
ments may be more fully realized in later years than they 
are under the world stress of the present. He has held

Dr. Cora Hind, veteran agricultural authority of the 
West, who is fulfilling a commission to visit all the wheat 
growing areas of the world, and observe what she is 
abundantly qualified to observe has been spending some 
time in Russia. 

She has written to the Winnipeg Free Press regarding 
one inte\s^hg experiment in perennial wheat, which is 
being made at an agricultural station at Saratov. The area 
in which the experiment has been carried on for the past 
five years is similar in many respects ta Alberta. It is one 
of a very light rainfall subject to intense summer heat and 
intense winter cold, and without much snow cover. And it 
can produce high grade winter wheat. 

What the research workers are hoping to perfect is a 
winter and spring wheat which fa drought resisting and 
will produce a reasonable yield year after year without 
re-seeding.

It was up 
to the individual to see for-himself that his name was on 
the list, although it would be natural that a man who had 
voted consistently for twenty years or for ten years should 
not consider this necessary.

ON MAKING MISTAKES 


We all make, mistakes. 

The merchant, on checking his cash register at the close 
of the day’s business, rarely finds that the total df the 
cash in the drawer tallies with that on the recording tape. 
Someone in his employ—sometimes the merchant himself 
—has given the customer the wrong change. He can re¬ 
call a dozen instances in each day’s business when custo¬ 
mers have complained about getting the wrong goods, or 
being over-charged, or being compelled to await tardy 
deliveries. 

Housewives make mistakes. They forget the salt for the 
potatoes, the soda for the biscuits, the extract for the 
lemon pie. 

Everybody makes mistakes. Doctors, lawyers, plumb¬ 
ers, tailors, teachers, sailors, soldiers, dentists, grocers, 
laborers. There is no such thing as a perfect human being 

But almost everyone can get away with little slips 
without the general public finding out about them. The 
merchants put down their mistakes to profit and loss, 
and not one is the wiser. The housewife dumps the spoiled 
biscuits in a garbage can, and no one knows about her 
mistake, but the garbage collector. Doctors bury their 
mistakes under six feet of earth and lawyers hide theirs 
under 600 or 6000 words of legal terminology. 

But the poor newspaperman just can’t get away with 
ft. His mistakes stand out like a sore thumb on the mid¬ 
dle of the front page or in the opening sentence of his 
cherished editorial. And all the other folks who make 
mistakes point the accusing fingers at the poor newspa¬ 
perman with an “Ah, hah—! We caught you!” attitude 
that makes it all the more unbearable.
